Almostall 
ether reforms, right or wrong, expedient or 
inerpedient—and to many of them we have 
yo hesitation in conceding both a right and 
wo expediency—treat the Scriptures with 
some respect, often cite their language, and 
geen to value their approbation. Tt is a 
characteristic, however, of this peculiar 
ovement for the separate action of mar- 
fied womén that its tone, its spirit, its very 
ords often, are not only decidedly, but 
even insolently, anti-biblical. Its language 
frequently is such that no man, no woman, 
can use it who hasany hearty love for those 
writings without which the highest light of 
this poor wandering world is but a darkness 
yisible. “That is no more binding than the 

t, Honor the king” —that is, both are 
slike absurd and false ; they both belong to 
the same class of obsolete and exploded 
errors. 

But aside from the irreverence, what must 
we think of the interpretation (especially as 
lately put forth by @ Ciergyman) on which 
much a contemptuous argument would seem 
obegrounded? It singles out the king as 
odious to our democratic ears.. Now the 
apostle teaches obedience to established au- 
thority, honor for the ruler of the land, by 
whatever title he may be ealled. King he 
styles him in one place ; elsewhere he speaks 
of governors and magistrates. He lays 
down 2 precept applicable to all modes of 
wiablished political rule, republican as well 
wmonarchical. “ For they are all ministers 
of God.” itis the holy idea of the divine 
ppremacy in all human institutions, social 
a4 political, Jtisthat doctrine ofa divine 
maction without which it is impossible to 
find any tre foundation for human govern- 
ment at all, o” any ground whereby any 
men, however consitujed, and whether 
representing majorities or nfugrities, may 
tercise authority of any kind ove their 
fllow-men. It is that idea without whic’ 
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Lois, who taught Timothy the Holy Scrip- 
tures, might have been more intelligent as 
well as more fluent evangelists than many, 
or even most, of the male Corinthians. But 
then there was that great principle of order, 
and the deep reason on which it was 
grounded in the headship of Christ. No 
expediencies, no individual claims, or indi- 
vidual differences, would allow him to de- 
part frem an idea which he had received by 
revelation. Home was the sphere of wo- 
man, especially of the wife and mother. 
There was she to learn, and there to teach, 
and there to exercise that influence trans- 
cending in its purity and its spiritual effi- 
cacy all that comes from outside political or 
even ecclesiastical proceedings. These 
they could Jearn “at home,” even as they 
would gather the passing news of a lower 
world than that in which it was their privi- 
lege as well as their duty to dwell. 

Here we may briefly refer to 1 Cor., xi., 
10,15. Whatever obscurity may rest on 
particular terms of’ that diffictlt passage, the 
general sense is as clear as a sunbeam. 
Publicity is‘dlien to the true Christian fem- 
inine character. The Apostle appeals to 
nature as well asto revelation. To stand 
up with “uncovered” head, perhaps with 
short-cut locks, not only in the presence of 
unseen “angels,” but as a shrill haranguer 
ofa crowded New York or Brooklyn audi- 
ence, certainly presents a style of woman 
which we are safe in saying Paul could 
never have approved. 

Peter presents the modesty, retirement, 
and domesticity of a Christian woman as a 
powerful influence for the winning of un- 
believers “who behold their pure life 
coupled with reverence”—(Peter, * fii, 2).: 
Contrast his striking language with that of 
the modern convention oratrix. How 
strange his metaphor, yet how wondrously 
beautiful! “The hidden man of the heart 
(the pure veiled gem of the feminine Chris- 
tian humanity) in the incorruptibility of » 
meek and quiet spirit which is in the sight 
of God so precious.” Zo aptharton, the 
beauty that never fades, the bloom that 
knows no age, the undecaying youth of a 
gentle spirit, the amaranthine charm of a’ 
holy Christian woman.

We well know the answer to all this. .It 
has become stereotyped : 
lete Scripture texts showisg the want of all 


the mother Eunice, or the grandmother 
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the present public female advocates of 
wives’ voting. Wecan believe them, gov- 
erned by pure and generous motives, They 
see great evils in the social condition of 
women, as in that of men; and they seek to 
rectify it in this mistaken and wholly unavail- 
ing’ way. We must look to the future, when 
this public action, this unnatural departure 
from domesticity, shall be carried out into 
all its inevitable results. Then may there 
come again the Semiramis type, the Cleopa- 
tra type, that horrid form of woman which 
astonished the world in Catharine de Me- 
dici and Catharine of Russia; or our dem- 
ocratic institutions may produce a class of 
female monsters evenexceeding theae. Why 
should we so wantonly waste and destroy 
our great reserve power, as itis found in the 
domestic life? Why should we so change 
the social condition, without any final pros- 
pect, that any can show, of its bettering, in 
any material element, the political? Woman, 
it is said, would carry a good influence into 
our elections. It doubtless would ‘be so at 
first ; but at the dire expense of corrupting 
the fountain whence such influence.flowed. 
The writer would confess that he has some- 
times even desired such help; for we feel 
sure that it would be given, at firet, to the 
party we deem the better one. This may 
look like a concession ; but, when closely 
Viewed, it suggests the strongest argument 
against this wasting, and worse than wast- 
ing, the golden spring of female influence, 
Wonten, our present women, would doubt- 
less Vote more purely, more patriotically, 
more from moral principle than men. Ad- 

mnit it ‘most heartily. But why? If we 

would not exempt females from the common 
genéric depravity, we must confess that it is 
from this very domestic life (shielding them 
from the hideous political corruption attend- 
ing’the necessary evil of political strife) has 
come the virtue and the purity on which we 
count in such an argument.

“He that despiseth you despiseth me.” Do 
some of our male and female orators, claim- 
ing to be Christians, know what they are 
about when they speak in such flippant 
style of the commissioned aposties of our 
Lord, and the questionable authority of their 
teachings? Paul was a mysogynist, says 
one,& woman contemner, Open his Epis- 
tles, and read. Who ever manifested a more 
tender feeling of regard for‘ women, and 
especially Christian women, his “sisters in 
the Lord”? How large a space do their 
names occupy in his salutations? “I com- 
mend untd you Phebe our sister; greet 
Mary; salute Tryphena and Tryphosa; 
salute the beloved Persis; salute Julia and 
the sister of Nercus.” How admirably does 
this feeling of Christian tenderness and re- 
spect appear in his directions to Timothy:

And yet it 
was this same Paul who said, “I suffer not 
@ woman (a wife) to preach in the church.” 
Paul had not our light, forsooth, Stranger 
still, it is more than intimated that he 
lacked moral courage, that heroic quality 
which is so sublimely displayed among us. 
He was a trimming man, @ man of expedi- 
encies, of accomodations. It has been late- 
ly said, in substance, that he was too much 
under the influence of the age in which he 
lived. He had not nerve enongh to with- 
stand the gross prejudices of his day, or to 
preach boldly all the reforms that were 
needed. He was not prepared, says a late 
speaker, to shock the dark Corinthian feel- 
ing on the subject of women, and their po- 
sition insociety. Hence he dealtcautiously 
and prudently, leaving it to a more enlight- 
ened time, and to bolder men, tf speak out 
and do what was beyond his wisdom and 
his courage. Alas, for the 19th century and 
its vaunted heroism!

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WHY DID PAUL GLORY I= THE 
CROSS ? 


BY REV. LEONARD SWAIN, D.D. 


Tue complaint is often made by those 
who reject the Atonement that it tends to 
immorality. Teach a man, it is seid, that 
his sins are washed away, not by what he 
does and suffers himself, but by what isdone 
and suffered for him by another, and you 
give him acheap idea of sin, you weaken 
his motives for holiness, and make him the 
recipient of a mere passive salvation. 

This would be a fatal objection to the 
doctrine were the facts as the objector 
states them. No doctrine can possibly be 
true whose proper tendency and result is to 
weaken the sense Of obligation, to make 
men think lightly of sin, or to render them 
indifferent to their own conduct and char- 


acter. 

Now the Apostle Paul seems to have an- 
ticipated this objection, and to have met it 
with these remarkable words: “God for- 
bid that Ishould glory save in the cross of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, by whom (or, by 
which,) the world is crucified unto me, and 
I unto the world.” 

The Apostle affirms in this text that the 
charge in question is not true, but that the 
truth lies in precisely the opposite direc- 
tion. He declares that the doctrine of the 
cross is not only a comforting but a sancti- 
fying doctrine; that, instead of having an 
immoral tendency, it has a moral power 
surpassing that of any other truth ; that, in- 
stead of weakening the motives to holiness, 
it greatly re-enforces them; and that, in- 
stead of leaving a man to go on as he did 
before, loving the world supremely, follow- 
ing its maxims, seeking its pleasures and 
satisfied with its good, it puts the distance 
of death itself between him and the world, 
nails the world to the cross and slays it, so 
that it has no more power over him, nails 
him to the cross in his old worldly nature, 
and so puts to death that old body of his 
sinful sensibilities and desires that he no 
longer feels the attractions which the 
world has to offer him. 

The thing, therefore, which, according to 
the objector, the cross of Christ lacks is the 
very thing which the Apostle glories in as 
one of its supreme characteristics—viz., its 
moral power. I have found something at 
last, he says, which gives me the victory 
over sin, something which does for me 
what the law never could do, with all its 
ceremonies, precepts, and penalties—what I 
could never do for myself, with all my res- 
Olutions, strivings, fastings, and prayings. 
I have found in the cross of Christ a power 
which enables me to overcome myself and 
to overcome the world. And, therefore, I 
glory in the cross of Christ because it se- 
cures to me not only the outward grace of 

bat the inward grace of spiritual 


vation, but sanctification ; because it enables 
me not only to put away from me the pun- 
ishment of sin, but to trample under my feet 
the very power of sin, putting to death for 
me the old dominion and bringing me with- 
in the range of new motives and into the 
sphere of a new life. 

How does the cross of Christ produce this 
incomparable effect? How does it bring 
about this death to sin and the world, and this 
new life to holiness and to God? By its 
peculiar efficacy in securing three things— 
conviction, penitence, and consecration. 

Nothing gives such a view of the malig- 
nant nature of sin as the cross of Christ. 
The cross of Christ, how came there to be 
such a thing? Who was it that put to 
death on that cross the Holy Son of God? 
Was it a few wicked Jews? No; it was 
the whole Jewish nation. Was it the Jew- 
ish nation alone? No; it was the Gentiles 
aswell. Wasit the Jews and Gentiles of 
that one age only? No; it was the men of 
this day; it was you and I; it was the 
whole human race. The Jews were only 
thé hand that delivered the blow. The 
power that wielded that hand and nerved it 
to the bloody deed was our fallen human 
nature itself, that common heart of sin that 
beats in every man’s bosom alike, wherever 
he is born and in whatever age of the world

Ingenious men con- 
ceived the idea of manufacturing every part 
of the watch and of performing every pro- 
cess of manipulation by a succession of 
machines, each of which should execute 
one function only, and then pass its work 
over to another piece of mechanism. The 
only duty left to man in this Jaring concep- 
tion was to superintend the work of two 
iron slaves whom he had created, to carry

THE ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 

In the Senate the Army Appropriation bill 
was amended so as to disband the militia in 
the late rebel states, and was then passed.
